In many localities in .Missouri 


corn was late in maturing, and fall 
rains p revented early husking. 
To 
add to the seriousness of the case an 
almo.st unp aralleled early cold wave 
has swep t the country and the vital­ 
ity of the wet, often immature, corn 
has 
been 
seriously 
injured, 
Reed 
corn p laced in rather op en cribs and 
p ens will also he seriously damaged 
*ref?,i:f€ ii c;c nrl havf time Ic drv 
out sufficiently before the cold wave 
came on. 
If this dam aged corn is used in the 
sp ring for seed very p oor stands will 
result. 
This will mean the choice of 
rep lan tin g or of tak in g a chance with 
a very im p erfect stan d of corn. 
In 
either case enormous loss will occur 
from a decreased yield. 
If seed corn has been saved early 
in the season and p ut in a good dry 
p lace, the owner is safe. 
As it only 
takes about fourteen ear.s to p lant an 
acre, the culling out of injured ones 
this year will be the most p rofltahle 
work of the season. 
If the farmer 
must dep end cn selection from the 
crib, the following p lan is suggested: 
Make a box about three feet sq uare 
and four inches deep . Fill to one inch 
of the top with sand or sawdust anc 
moisten thoroughly, 
not 
saturated. 
Cut a p iece of muslin to fit the box 
divide in sq uares 2 inches each way 
by rnling with a yard stick and leac 
p encil. 
Number 
each 
sq uare—then 
number ears to corresp ond. Take ten 
kernels from various p arts of each 
ear and p lace in the sq uare with p rop ­ 
er number. 
Place another sq uare of well moist­ 
ened muslin 
over 
the 
corn, 
then 
throw s-veral thicknesses of muslin 
or old sacks over the top to p revent 
drying too q uickly. 
Set the }.u x un­ 
der the stove where there is a con­ 
stant temp erature of 75 to 8 0 degrees 
F'arenhelt. 
Moisten the top muslin w’ell every 
other day and rep lace cover. 
Save 
for p lanting only those ears which 
had at least eight kernels to p roduce 
good thrifty p lants in five to seven 
days. 
In two days actual tinie one 
man can test enough set'd co*^n to 
p lant 50 acres and by getting germin- 
able seed can freq uently increase his 
crop 5 to kO p er cent. 
Make your tests now, so that if you 
fall to find sufficient germinahli seed 
you can buy from a neighbor who has 
saved seed corn early, or a reliable 
breeder in your community. 
Failing 
that, write to the Missouri agricultur­ 
al exp eriment station for addresses of 
reliable seed corn breeders of the va­ 
rious varieties.—F. H. Demaree.
